New Delhi, the 11th January 1986 

, No. 11012/3/85-LES.—The rules for a competitive exami¬ 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1986 for the purpose of filling vacancies in Grade IV 
of the following Services are published for general informa¬ 
tion :— 

(i) The Indian Economic Service, and 

(il) The Indian Statistical Service, 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation will bo made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to these rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina¬ 
tion will be held shall be filed by the Commission. 

4. A Candidate must be either :— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma¬ 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanzania, 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), Zambia, 
Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia and Vietnam with the 
intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), 
(c), (d), and (e) above shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been issued by 
the Government of India. 


A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination but tne oflcr 
of appointment my be given only after the necessary eligi¬ 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Government 
of India, 

5. (a) A candidate for admission to this examination, 
must have attained the age of 21 years and must not have 
attained the age of 26 years on 1st January, 1986 i.e. he must 
have been bom not earlier than 2nd January, 1960 and not 
later than 1st January.

Provided that candidates belonging to tbe Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes can not be filled on the basis of the general 
standard, be reco mm ended by the Commission by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for appointment to 
the Services irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit 
at the examination. 


14. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 


15. In the case of the candidates competing for both the 
Services, due consideration will be given to the order of 
prepcrencc expressed by a candidate at the time of his appli¬ 
cation. 


No request for alteration in preferences indicated by 
candidates in respect of Services for which they desired to 
be considered, would be entertained unless the request for 
such alteration is received in the office of the Union Public 
Service Commission within 30 days of the date of publica¬ 
tion of the results of the written examination in the "Em¬ 
ployment News”, 


16. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate having re¬ 
gard to his character and antecedents is suitable in all res¬ 
pect? for appointment to the Service. 


17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A 
candidate who after such physical examination as Govern¬ 
ment or, the appointing authority,-as the case may be, mav 
prescribe is found not to satisfy these requirements, will 
not be appointed. Any candidate called for viva voce by the 
Commission may be required to undergo physical examina¬ 
tion. 


Note. —In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government 
Medical Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before 
applying for admission to the examination. Particulars of 
the nature of medical test to which candidates will be sub¬ 
jected before appointment and of the standards required are 
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given in Appendix III to these Rules. For the disabled ex- 
Defence Services personnel the standards will be relaxed con¬ 
sistent with the requirements of the Service (s). 

18. No. person :-~ 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

■(b) who having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person shall be 
eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule.

Viva Voce .—The candidate will be interviewed by a Board 
of competent and unbiased observers who will have before 
them a record of his career. The object of the interview is 
to assess his suitability for the Service or Services for which 
he has competed. The interview is intended to supplement 
the written examination for testing the general and specialised 
knowledge and abilities of the candidate. The candidate will 
be expected : to have taken an intelligent interest not only in 
his subjects of academic study but also in events which are 
happening around him both within and outside his own 
State or country as well as in modern currents of thought 
and in new discoveries which should rouse the curiosity of 
well-educated youth. 


The technique of -the interview is not that of strict cross 
examination, but of a natural, though directed and purposive 
conversation intended to reveal the candidate’s mental quali¬ 
ties and his grasp of problems. The Board will pay special 
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attention to assessing the intellectual curiosity, critical powers 
ol assimilation, balance ot judgment and alertness of mind, 
the anility lor social cohesion, integrity oi character, muia- • 
tive and capacity tor leadership. 

APPENDIX II 

Brief particulars relating to the two Services to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination: 

1. Candidates selected for appointment to either of the 
two Services will be appointed to Grade IV oi the Service on 
probation tor a period of two years which may bs extended 
it necessary. During the period ol probation, the, candidates 
will be required to undergo such courses ol training and 
instruction and to pass such examination and tests as the 
Government may determine. 

2. If in the opinion of Government the work or conduct 
of the officer on probation is unsatisiacsory or shows that he 
is unlikely to become efficient, Government may discharge 
him forthwith. 

3. On the expiry of the period oi probation or of any 
extension, if the Government are of opinion that a candidate 
is not hi tor the permanent appointment. Government may 
discharge him. 

4. On completion of the period of probation to the satis¬ 
faction ot Government, the candidate shall if considered lit 
tor permanent appointment be continued in lus appointment 
subject 10 the availability of suujtantive vacancies m perma¬ 
nent posts. 

5. Prescribed scales of pay for both the Indian Statistical 
Service and the Indian Economic Service are as follows :

6. Promotion to the next Grade of the Service will be 
made in accordance with the provisions of Indian Economic 
Service/Indian Statistical Service Rules, as amended from 
lime to time. 


An officer belonging to the Indian Statistical Service/indian 
Economic Service will be liable to serve anywhere in India or 
abroad under the Central Government and may be required 
to serve in any post including any State Government or non¬ 
governmental organisation on deputation for a specified 
period.

APPENDIX III 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These regulations are published for the convenience of' 
candidates and to enable them to ascertain the probability of 
their being of the required physical standard. The regula¬ 
tions are also >'fended to provide guidelines to the medical 

examiners. 


[PartI—Sec. 1 


2. The: Government of fndia leserve to themselves absolute 
discretion to reject or accept any candidate after considering 
the report of the Medical Board. 

l! To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to mterfeie with the efficient perform¬ 
ance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and chest 
girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) race 
u is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the exami¬ 
nation ot the candidates. If there be any disproportion whh 
regard to height/weight and chest girth the candidates should 
be hospitalised tor investigation and X-ray ol the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared lit or not lit by the Board. 

3. The candidate's height will be measured as follows :— 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the stan¬ 
dard with his feet together and the weight thrown on the 
heels and not on the toes or other sides of the feet. He will 
stand erect without rigidity and with the heels calve buttocks 
and shoulders touching the standard the chin will be depressed 
to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar and the height will be recorded in centemetres and parts 
of a centimetre to halves. 


4. The candidate's chest will be measured as follows :— 


He will be made to stand erect with his feet together and 
to raise his arms over his head. The tape will be so adjusted 
round the chest that its upper edge touches the interior angles 
of the shoulder blades, behind and lies in the same horizontal 
plane when the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
men be lowered to hang loosely by the side and care will be 
taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or backwards 
so as to displace the tape. The candidate will then be direct¬ 
ed to take a deep inspiration several times and the maximum 
expansion of the chest will be carefully noted and the mini¬ 
mum and maximum will then be recorded in centimetres 
84—89, 86—93 etc. In recording the measurements, fractions 
oi less than a centimetre should not be noted. 


N.B.—The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 


5. The candidate will also be weighed, and his weight 
recorded in kilograms; fraction of half a kilogram should 
not be noted. 


6. (a) The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accor¬ 
dance with the following rules. The result of each test will 
be recorded. 


(b) There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision 
but the naked eye vision of the candidates shall however 
be recorded by the Medical Board or other metical auihority 
in every case, as it will furnish the basic information in re¬ 
gard to tlie condition of the eye. 

(c) The following standards are prescribed for distant and 
near vision with or without glasses :—

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(d) In every case of myopia fundus examination should 
be carried out and the results recorded. In the event of patho¬ 
logical condition being present which Is likely to be pro¬ 
gressive and affect the efficiency of the candidate, he should 
be declared unlit. 


(e) Field of Vision .—The field of vision will be tested by 
Lhe confrontation method. When such test gives unsatisfac¬ 
tory or doubtful result the field of vision should be deter¬ 
mined on the perimeter. 

(,f) Nipht Blindness .—Broadly there me two types of night 
blindness. (I) as a result of VU. A deficiency and (2J 
as a result of Organic Disease of Retina—a common cause 
being Rctinits pigmentosa in (1) the fund'is is normal gene¬ 
rally seen in younger age-group and ill-nourished persons and 
improves by laigc doses of Vit. A and (2) the fundus is 
often involved and mere fundus exantination will reveal the 
condition in majority of cases. The patient in this category 
is an adult and may not sutler from malnutrition. Persons 
seeking employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall in this category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation 
test will reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fun¬ 
dus is not involved electro-retinography is required to be 
done. Both these tests (dark adaptation and rctinogrnphy) 
are time-consuming and require specialized set-up and equip¬ 
ment and thus are not possible as a routine test in a medical 
check-up. Because of these technical consideration it is 
for the Ministry/Department to indicate if these tests for 
night blindness arc required to be done, This will depend 
Upon the job icquirement and nature of duties to be perform¬ 
ed by the prospective Government employee. 


(g) Ocular condition other visual acuity .—(ij Any organic 
diseaso or a progressive refractive error which is likely to 
result In lowering the visual acuity should be considered a 
disqualification. 


(ii) Squint .—For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even if the visual acuity 
in each eye is of the prescribed standard should be consider¬ 
ed a disqualification. For other services the presence of squint 
should not be considered us disqualification, if the visual 
acuity is of the prescribed standard. 


( iiij One eye.—If a person has one eye or if ho has one 
eye which has normal vision and the other eye is employpic 
or has subnormal vision, the usual effect is that the person 
lacks stereoscopic vision for perception of depth. Such vision 
is not necessary for many civil posts. The medical board 
may recommend as fit such person provided (he normal eye 
has — 

(1) 6/6 distant vision and JI near vision with or with¬ 
out glasses provided the error in any meridian is 
not more than 4 dioptres for distant vision. 

(ii) has full field of vision, 

(iii) normal colour vision wherever required. 

Provided the board is satisfied that the, candidate can per¬ 
form all the functions for the particular job in question. 


(b) Contact Lenses .—During the medical examination of 
a candidate, the use of contact lenses is not to be allowed. 
It is necessary that when conducting eye tests, the illumina¬ 
tion of the type letters for distant vision should have an illu¬ 
mination of 15 toot-candles. 


7. Blood Pressure 

The hoard will use its discretion regarding BIcod Pressure. 

A rough melhod of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows.— 

(i) With young subjects 15-25 yeais of file age the 
average is about 100 pins the age. 


(ii) With subject over 25 years of the age the general 
rule of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

N.B.—As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 
and disastolic over 00 should be regarded as suspicious and 
the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate's fitness or 
otherwise. The hospitalization report should indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to ex¬ 
citement. etc. or whether it is due to any organic disease. In 
all such cases X-ray and electro-cardiographic examination 
of heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done 
as ft routine. The final decision as to the fitness or other¬ 
wise of a candidate will, however, rest with the Medical 
Board only. 


Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be used 
n-i a rule. The measurement should not be taken within 
fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the 
patient, and particularly his arm is relaxed ho may be either 
lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the 
patient’s side in a more or less horizontal position. The arm 
should be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The cuff com¬ 
pletely deflated should be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the arm, and Its lower edge *n 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow. The following 
turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag to 
avoid bulging during infla tion 


The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of die elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cufl is inflated to about 200 mm. Hg. and then slowly de¬ 
flated. The level at which the column stands when soft suc¬ 
cessive sounds are heard represents the systolic Pressure. 
When more air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard 
to increase in Intensity. The level of the column at which 
the well-heard dear sounds change to soft muffled fading 
sounds represents the diastolic pressure. The measurements 
should be taken in a fairly brief period of time as prolonged 
pressure of the cuff is irritating to the patient and will vitiate 
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the readings. Rechecking if necessary, should be done ooiy 
a few minutes after complete deflation of the cuff (Some¬ 
times as the cuff is deflated sounds are heard at a certain 
level; they may disappear as pressure falls and reappear at a 
still lower level. This ‘Silent Gap’ may cause error m 
reading.) 


8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded, Where a Medi¬ 
cal hoard finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine by the 
usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the exami¬ 
nation with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes. If except f° r 
tile glycosuria the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the 
candidate fit subject to the glycosuria being non-dtabetic nod 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist ia Medi¬ 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations 
clinical and laboratory be considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his 
opinion to the Medical Board upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion “hi” or “unfit". The candidate 
will not be required to appear in person before the Board on 
the second occasion. To exclude the effects of medication 
it may be necessary to retain a candidate for several days 
in hospital under strict supervision. 


9, A woman candidate who as ai result of tests ia found 
to he pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over should be dec¬ 
lared temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She 
should be re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after 
the date of confinement subject to the production of a medi¬ 
cal certificate of fitness from a registered mctlical practitioner. 


10. The following additional points should be observed. 


(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the ear. In case 
it is defective the candidate should be got examined 
by the ear specialist; provided that if the defect in 
hearing is remediable by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid, candidate cannot be declared unfit 
on that account provided he/sho has no progtes- 
sive disease in the ear. The following are the guide¬ 
lines for the medical examining authority in this 
regard

(k) that he does not bear traces of acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 

(m) that he is free from communicable disease. 

11. Radiographic examination of the chest should be done 
as a routine in all cases for detecting any abnormality of the 
heart and lungs, which may not be apparent by ordinary 
physical examination. 

In case of doubt regarding health of a candidate, the 
Chairman of the Medical Board may consult a suitable Hos¬ 
pital specialist to decide the issue of fitness or unfitness Of 
the candidate for Government Service, e.g. if a candidate is 
suspected to be suffering from any mental defect or abbera- 
tion. the Chairman of the Board may consult a Hospital 
Psychiatrist/Psychologist, etc. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the certi¬ 
ficate and the medical examiner should state his opinion 
whether or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient per¬ 
formance of the duties which will be required of the candi¬ 
date 1 

12. The candidates filing an appeal against the decision of 
the Medical Board have to deposit an appeal fee of Rs. 50 
in such manner as may be prescribed by the Government 
of Tndia in this behalf. This fee would be refunded if the 
candidate is declared fit by the Appellate Medical Board. 
Tire candidates may, if they like, enclose medical certificate 
in support of their claim of being fit. Appeal should be 
submitted within 21 days of the date of the communication 
in which the decision of the Medical Board is communicated 
to the candidates, otherwise, request for second medical 
examination by an Appellate Medical Board will not be 
entertained. The medical examination by the Appellate 
Medical Boards would be arranged at New Delhi only and 
no travelling allowance or daily allowance will be admissible 
for the journeys performed in connection with the medical 
examination. Necessary action to arrange medical examina¬ 
tion by Appellate Medical Board would be taken _ by the 
Cabinet Sectt (Deptt. of Personnel and Administrative 
Reforms) on receipt of appeals accompanied by the pres¬ 
cribed fee. 


Medical Board’s Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner :— 

7he standard of physical fitness to he adopted should make 
due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, of 
the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or the 


appointing authority, as the case may be, that he has no dis¬ 
ease, constitutional effection, or bodily infirmity unfitting 
him, or likely to unfit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness in¬ 
volves the future as well as the present and that once of the 
main objects of medical examination is to secure continuous 
effective service, and in the case of candidates for permanent 
appointment to prevent early pension or payments in case 
of premature death. It is at the same time to be noted that 
the question is one of the likelihood of continuous effec¬ 
tive service, and the rejection of a candidate need not be 
advised on account of the presence of a defect which in 
only a small proportion of cases is found to interfere with 
continuous effective service. 

The Board should normally consist of three members 0) 
a physician (ii) a Surgeon and (iii) an Ophthalmologist all 
of whom should as far as practicable, be of equal status. A 
lady doctor will be cooped as a member of the Medical 
Board whenever a woman candidate is to be examined. 

Candidates appointed to the Indian Economic Service/ 
Indian Statistical Service are liable for field service in or 
out of India. In case of such a candidate the Medical 
Board should specifically record their opinion as to his 
fitness or otherwise for field service. The report of the 
Medical Board should be treated as confidential. 

In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint¬ 
ment in the Government Service, the grounds for rejec¬ 
tion may be communicated to the candidate in broad- 
terms without giving minute details regarding the defects 
pointed out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be cured by treatment (medical or surgical) 
a statement to that effect should be recorded by the 
Medical Board. There is no objection to a candidate 
being informed of the Board’s opinion to this effect by 
the appointing authority and when a cure has been 
effected it will be open to the authority concerned to 
ask for another Medical Board. 

In she case of candidates who are to be declared "Tempo¬ 
rarily Unit” the period specified for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the maximum. 

On re-examination after the specified period these candi¬ 
dates should not be declared temporarily unit for a fur¬ 
ther period but a final decision in regard to their fitness 
for appointment or otherwise should be given.
